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FRANK Arok’s Socceroos wrote the most 
glorious page in the checkered history of 
Australian Soccer when they shocked 
Yugoslavia — and the world — in Kwangju 


last Sunday. 

Unsung and under- 
rated despite their re- 
sounding win against 
world champion Argen- 
tina In the Bicentennial 
Gold Cup, they scored 
the greatest ever win by 
any Australian Soccer 
team for the best 
Bicentenary present im- 
aginable. 

Nothing comes close 
to It. This was no in- 
ternational friendly, no 
competition against re- 
gional rivals, but the 
real thing — an event 
second only to the 
World Cup, against an 
opponent with impecc- 
able credenilals, includ- 
Ing a bronze medal at 
the Games of Los 
Angeles four years ago. 

And It wasn’t even 
close! 

Australla did not 
scrape home. There 
was nothing freakish 
about the result. 

It was ro “aberra- 


tlon”. Had the final 
scoreline been 3-0, not 
even the Yugoslavs 
could have complained. 

it was that clear-cut 
and bore no discus- 
sion. 

Frank Arok said all 
along that If Australia 
survived the first 20 mi- 
nutes, everything 
would be alright. 


The Yugosiavs were 
quoted in the press as 
having dismissed the 
Australlan challenge — 
a mere formality they 
thought. Well, they 
know better now... 


Australia also had the 
last laugh on FIFA, who 
devoted a measly five 
lines to the Socceroos 
In Its lavishly presented 
Olympic Soccer souve- 
nir book. 

Even Nigeria was 
deemed worthy of twice 
the space allocated to 
Austraila. 


Sunday’s triumph 
must have finally con- 
vinced Australlans at 
large and the world- 
wide Soccer fraternity 
that Australia has ar- 
rived as a Soccer power 
— and arrived with a 
bang heard around the 
world. 


The lame excuse 
offered by some Yugos- 
lav apologists that they 
were only able to field 
one of their foreign- 
based players (defen- 
der Srecko Katanec) 
doesn’t wash. 

Australia could only 
call on one of Its ex- 
ports, David Mitchell. 

The Yugosilavs 
should thank their 
lucky stars that Eddie 
Krncevic wasn’t there 
to partner the 
Feyenoord striker In the 
Aussie attack, only to 
mention the most prom- 
inent of Australia’s 
European absentees. 

The truth of the mat- 
ter is that this 1988 vin- 
tage Australia Is a ma- 
ture, composed team, 
superbly disciplined in 
defence, aggressive in 
midfield and, for the 


first time In our history, - 


explosive In attack. 

A potent mix the 
cocky Yugoslavs will al- 
ways remember. 

You can rest assured 
the defeat will have re- 
verberations back 
home. Heads will surely 
roll. 

And, so on to Nigeria 
— much less of a mys- 
tery team now that Bra- 
zil exposed them so 
cruelly. 

Australia will have to 
be vigilant, grab the in- 
itlative from the kick-off 
and give the Africans 
no lee-way. 

There’s absolutely no 
reason why Nigeria 
should succeed where 
Yugoslavia falled. 

And so it was. While 
most of Australia would 
have gladly settled on a 
draw without taking the 
fleld, the Socceroo 
coach oozed confi- 
dence and would not 
hear about defeat. 

After all, the Socer- 
coos have never lost a 
match when Arok per- 
sonally “spied” on

SOCCEROOS’ FINEST HOUR 


KWANGJU — Australia had a dream start to th 
Socceroos shocked highly- 


Sunday. 


The massive television 
and radio audience back 
in Australia made up for 
the disappointing crowd 
which. watched a gripping 
game in sticky, 27-degree 
heat. 

The match may have 
singularly lacked off the 
field atmosphere — most 
of the spectators were 
Korean teenagers who 
had been given Austra- 
lian and Yugoslav flags to 
wave — but it was a diffe- 
Tent story on the pitch. 

No quarter was given 
or asked as both teams 
realised the importance of 
kicking off with a victory. 

That Australia 
emerged such convincing 
victors was simply un- 
believable. 

This was Australian 
Soccer’s proudest mo- 
ment and it has given the 
Socceroos tremendous, 
morale-boosting momen- 
tum for tomorrow’s 
(Thursday) vital quarter- 
final decider against 
Nigeria in Seoul. 

Yugoslavia had five 
shots to Australia’s three 
in the first half, but the 
Socceroos never lost their 
composure, even early in 
the first period — Yugo- 
slayia’s best period of the 
“entire game — when their 
opponents showed im- 
peccable ball control and 
exquisite skills. 

The first chance of the 
game fell Australia’s way 
when Frank Farina’s shot

only missed by 
inches in the 17th minute. 

The Yugoslavs replied 
almost immediately, forc- 
ing a great save by Jeff 
Olver, who grabbed a 
tricky shot off a corner at 
his second attempt. 

David Michell was 
brought down after latch- 
ing on a lovely Farina 
throughball. Charlie 
Yankos, from the ensuing 
freekick, almost scored as 
goalie Gradoje Lekovic 
nearly deflected the ball 
into his own net and was 
lucky to concede a corner 
only. 

The same Lekovic was 
properly kayoed in the 
30th when accidentally 
kicked on the head by 
Graham Arnold, who 
promptly copped a yellow 
card from Argentine re- 
feree Juan Carlos 
Loustau. 

Lekovic was replaced 
by Red Star Belgrade 
goalkeeper Stepan Sto- 
janovic, who was to see 
more action during the 
next hour than he prob- 
ably expected, consider- 
ing how confident the 
Yugoslavs were of win- 
ning before the game. 

In the 33rd minute, 
Robbie Dunn and Vladis- 
lav Djukic tangled and 
both received a yellow 
card as well. 

Three minutes later, 
from a quickly taken free- 
kick, Farina showed a 
good turn of speed, but 


Stojanovic darted out to 
reduce the angle, and the 
Marconi striker slid along 
the turf to shoot wide to 
the goalie’s left. 


Goal! 

Farina made no mistake 
in the 49th minute when 
he must have made most 
of the estimated Austra- 
lian television audience of 
3 million jump out of their 
armchairs. 


Alan Davidson inter- 
cepted the ball well into 
his own territory; ran a 
good 40 metres down the 
right wing before curling 
the cross through to Fari- 
na, who ran between two 
defenders and slid the ball 
into the far corner of the 
net although slightly un- 
balanced. 

The Socceroos led 1-0 
and were playing with 
such gusto and confidence 
that it would have taken a 
super-Yugoslavia to deny 
them a win. 

The highly volatile 
Yugoslavs were not up to 
the task. They were clear- 
ly demoralised and start- 
ing arguing among them- 
selves — just as Frank 
Arok had predicted they 
would if they fell behind. 

There was no stopping 
Australia. Despite a 72nd 
minute subsitition, every 
half-hearted, disor- 
ganised Yugoslav attack 
floundered while the Aus- 
tralians remained cool 
and collected and, above

all, concentrated. 

Nothing and no-one 
was going to distract or 
deny them the win they 
fought so intelligently to 
achieve. 

Australia now were re- 
peating their Bicentennial 
Gold Cup form against 
Argentina and were ab- 
out to add the scalp of the 
1984 Olympic bronze 
medallists after disposing 
of the 1986 World cham- 
pions. 

The latter victory, 
however, pales in signifi- 
cance. On a scale of 1 to 
10, the 4-1 against Argen- 
tina would rate a 7 and 
last Sunday’s, in the 
second most important 
Soccer competition in the 
world, a 10.

Both Mitchell and 
Farina came ever so 
close, the Feyenoord 
striker hitting the left post 
with a header in the 77th 
minute and Farina just 
missing a half-volley a 
minute later. 

Yankos and Olver both 
received yellow cards for 
“time wasting”, but who 
could blame them? 

Viado Bozinovski came 
in for Mitchell in the 85th 
minute and Robbie Slater 
replaced Graham Arnold 
in the 79th. The two fresh 
players added even grea- 
ter pace to the Australian 
team and were both soon 
in action.

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Peter Russell’s 
proud record

NEWLY appointed West End National Soc- 
cer League general manager Peter Russell 
has a record of service to the Soccer code 
that surely marked him out for promotion 
to his important position. ; 


He has been carrying 
on for many months 
handling NSL affairs in 
his original post as man- 
ager following the res- 
ignation of Stefan 
Kamasz, after receiving 
his appointment as 
league manager just two 
years ago. 

But it is his past work 
for the game that 
showed that he has the 
passion, the ability and 
the drive to press Soccer 
ahead into a much bet- 
ter dimension. 

His main working ex- 
perience saw him in the 
NSW Police force for 
almost 20 years. 

The quality of his 
career can be seen from 
the fact that he quickly 
became a detective, and 
after specialising in 
criminal investigation, 
he served for five years 
“as education officer for 
the CIB. 

Indicative of his 
knowledge in the legal 
field was the fact that he 
was allocated the perso- 
nal task of re-writing the 
Second Hand Dealers 
and Collectors Act. 

He was the depart- 
ment’s expert on anti- 
ques, and six years ago 
was awarded the Natio- 
nal Medal for loyal and 
dedicated service. 

Leaving aside his Soc- 
cer background for the 
moment, his other ex- 
perience saw him gain- 
ing knowledge in va- 
rious posts in England, 
Scotland, West Ger- 
many and Northern Ire- 
land, as well as in Aus- 
tralia. 

Born in Scotland 51 
years ago as Peter James 
McPherson Russell, he 
was educated at the 
Chelsea~ Technical 
School in London. 

Subsequently he was 
employed as a trainee 
photographer, commer- 
cial artist, courier, RAF 
regular postal officer, 
stock control and stock 
clerk and systems 
analyst. 

Wherever he went he 
had a passion for ‘fit- 
ba,’’in the tradition of 
the land of his birth. 

It was the keen 
perception which he de- 
veloped that saw him 
acting as youth develop- 
ment officer for Sydney 
City NSL club in 1977/80 
— during which time he 
brought players of. the 
quality of Jim Patikas, 
Gerry Gomez, Grant 
Lee, Jean-Paul de 
Marigny, Tony Pezzano 
and Graeme Fletcher 
through the ranks. 

In 1978 he was hon- 
oured by being 
appointed team mana- 
ger for the Sydney NSL 
team for their clash with 
Greek club Olympiakos 
at the Sydney Sports 
Ground. 

Referring to his ear- 
lier playing career, he 


said: “I started out with 
the Chelsea schoolboys 
team, moving on to 
Wimbledon in 1953 and 
then with Cambridge 
City in 1956/8. . 

“In subsequent years 
I played with Wegberg 
1890 FV in Westfalen, 
West Germany, then for 
a while with Ayr United 
in Scotland. 

“In 1965 I joined 
South Coast United 
here in Australia, and 
then went on to Wollon- 
gong Olympic (Balgow- 
nie SFC). 

“In Sydney I was with 
the old Corinthians club 
from 1966/73, and later 
in 1979 had some games 
with Sydney City.”

World Soccer’s governing body has decreed Aus- 
tralia must play its matches against New Zealand, 

rovided, of course, it first eliminates Fiji, in March 
and April 1989. : 

The ASF wanted the games played in June-July so 
that the growing army of European-based Aussies 
could compete in the green and gold during the 
“off-season”. 


It will be awfully difficult, if not impossible, to 
secure the likes of David Mitchell, Jim Patikas, 
Chris Kalantzis, and Robbie Slater, the new Hajduk 
Split signing, not to mention the reluctant Eddie 
Krncevic — and Frank Farina, too, if he moves to 
Europe after the Olympics. 


Their clubs will be at the height of their seasons as 
the western hemisphere spring is when it all 
happens. 

The arbitrary switch of dates is a setback for 
Australia’s already very tough task of qualifying for 
the 1990 finals in Italy. 


Unfortunately, there’s nothing we can do about it. 
FIFA’s decision is final. 

According to the official schedule released from 
Zurich, Switzerland last week, Australia will play 
New Zealand (if as expected they account for 
Chinese Taipei later this year) on March 13 and on 
April 2. 

The matches against Israel are set down for March 
19 and April 16. March 5 and April 9 have been 
pencilled in for the Israel-New Zealand tie. 

Unless a round-robin group in one region (say, 
again Australia and New Zealand) is agreed on, 
home-and-away games on the proposed dates would 
involve thousands of kilometres of travelling for 
little or no financial return. 

FIFA also put one over Australia when it over- 
tuled the ASF’s objection to play Fiji in the pre- 
liminary qualifier on November 26 and December 3. 

Australia wanted the tie staged early next year to 
give the Socceroos’ a well-deserved breather after 
their Olympic programme.

The Socceroos will find it hard to keep in shape 
after returning from Seoul. 

Without wanting to appear paranoid, it does seem 
odd that the New Zealand-administered Oceania 
Confederation’s decisions pertaining to the Olym- 
pics, Youth World Cup and the World Cup have all 
gone against Australia’s wishes in 1988. 


Aussie hopes hit 


FRANK Arok’s hopes of leading his Soccer- 
oos to the World Cup finals in Italy have 
been dealt a severe blow and that old cun- 
ning Kiwi, Charlie Dempsey, has once 
again succeeded in giving his country a 
huge advantage. 

As president of the Oceania Confederation, De- 
mpsey used his influence to convince FIFA that 
qualifying matches involving New Zealand, Israel 
and Australia must be played at the height of the 
European season in March and April next year. 

The decision gives a definite edge to New Zealand 
who have no players in Europe while both Israel and 
Australia will face a hell of a job obtaining the 
services of their leading stars from their European 
clubs at the climax of their season. 

The biggest winners are obviously the Kiwis. It’s 
another triumph for Charlie Dempsey, but the 
whole thing can also be made to backfire on them. 

Maybe there is something Australia can do to 
even things up. 

If European clubs refuse to release our Socceroos 
and FIFA does nothing to force them, why should 
our NSL clubs release a number of Kiwis playing in 
this country? 

Players like Clint Gosling, Robert Ironside, Fred 
de Jong and a few others who look like crossing the 
Tasman before next season could be denied a re- 
lease also. 

Should Dempsey attempt to involve FIFA in the 
matter, Australia will have every right to insist on 
the Socceroos being released from Europe as well. 

Why should Dempsey and the Kiwis expect to get 
favourable treatment? 

Australia must not sit back and meekly accept all 
this nonsense without a fight. If it means denying 
Australian-based Kiwis the right to play for their 
country, then so be it. 

The ASF must do everything in its power to 
convince FIFA to re-examine its decision.

WHILE 1988 has been kind to our game, 
there are a few changes | would like to see 
in 1989. 

At National League level it is vital we have THREE 
points for a win. 

Three points for a win will not necessarily result in 
MORE goals. 

What it will do, however, is turn all matches into 
affairs where both teams want to win. 

It will result in more attacking, have a go, football. 

In fact, ’'d even go a step further and introduce a 
three, two, one, zero points system. 

© Three points for a win. 

© In the event of drawn matches, a shootout will 
give two points to the winner of the shootout, one to 
the loser of the shootout. 

© No points for a loss. 

I would change the shootout from the lottery style 
orthodox penalty, where every keeper moves and 
where the outcome, at best, is a lottery, or should I 
say LOTTO. 

I would introduce the American style shootout — 
five seconds to score from 30 metres out where the 
keeper can come off his line at any time. 

This system is more like normal match conditions 
— a breakaway by the attacker — and is far superior 
to the normal penalty procedure. 

Fd also like to see the ASF change the name of our 
game to FOOTBALL. 

The Australian Football Federation, the West End 
Football League, Australian Football Weekly, World 
Football on SBS. 

We are FOOTBALL and for me it is about time we 
started to introduce the term in everything we do. 

The National League has to either become a truly 
NATIONAL league with Perth, Hobart, Newcastle, 
Canberra, etc or revert to a regionalised league, or 
even state leagues with a national play-off series at 
the end of the year. d 

Of the few delighted with the present National 
League are the airlines and hotels.

DESPITE the critics tumbling rather than 
crawling out of the woodwork in recent 


weeks, the Victorian 
Standing firm on its 


Soccer Federation is 
decisions regarding 


the re-organisation of Victorian competi- 


tions. 


In the case of the 
State League, some six 
or possibly seven clubs, 
as opposed to the reg- 
ulation two, will drop 
out of the competition 
for 1989 as the VSF cuts 
back to its pre-1983 12- 
team league. 

And now some of the 
clubs involved in the 
cut-throat survival battle 
are up in arms. 


One angry State 
League administrator 
told ASW that a number 
of clubs are considering 
legal action to attempt 
to save their State 
League status. 

He said he believed 
the reorganisation was 
“against the VSF con- 
stitution.” 

He also suggested that 
the clubs “had the num- 
bers” to oust VSF chair- 
man Jack Reilly from 
that position if someone 
tuns against him before 
the VSF AGM. 

Reilly headed the 
push for the league re- 
organisation. 

The anonymous 
- spokesman for a long- 
established State 
League club said he be- 
lieved Michael Wein- 
stein could be the man 
to run against Reilly. 

““We are angry be- 

cause if this process had 
to take place, why 
couldn’t it have been 
done over two or three 
seasons?” he said. 
’ “And why is it that 
the VSF didn’t look at 
certain criteria for re- 
taining clubs in the State 
League?

If you go back 
three or four years ago, 
Morwell Falcons had 
never finished first or 
second but they were 
promoted from third- 
bottom to fill a vacancy 
in the State League be- 


cause they had such ex- 
cellent facilities. 

“T recall the same 
happened with St 
Albans, but for this sea- 
son things will be de- 
cided on the field.” 

Wallace, sounding 
just mildly annoyed, re- 
affirmed the VSF’s de- 
termination to “go down 
the road of reorganisa- 
tion.” 

And this despite the 
threat of legal action. 

“The VSF has given 
all clubs plenty of time 
to consider the ramifica- 
tions of what is happen- 
ing”, he said. 

Fourteen months ago, 
when the chairman put 
the suggestion to the 
AGM, not a single ques- 
tion was raised. 

“As far as legal action 
is concerned, it is fair to 
say that the clubs are 
members of the VSF, 
and they should be 
aware that membership 
of the Federation is not 
automatic.”

Dockerty Cup’s sorry shambles

VICTORIA’s historic 
79-year-old Dockerty 
Cup competition is in 
danger of becoming 
the laughing stock of 
the Soccer calendar 
unless the Victorian 
Soccer Federation 
acts quickly. 

Currently, the future of 
the once-prestigious com- 
petition is in doubt 
following a decision by 
the VSF to consider a 
proposal from Melbou- 
rne’s NSL clubs to hold 
final rounds in November 
and December as a warm- 
up for the start of the 
NSL season in January. 

The VSF says it is likely 
to make some decision 
this week and it cannot 
come too quickly for 
either the NSL clubs or 
the State and Victorian 
League teams sill in- 
volved. 

The NSL clubs are 
waiting, unable to start 
arranging their pre-sea- 
son schedules until the 
VSF decides when the last 
rounds will be played. 

The State League clubs 
are angry at having to 
accommodate the NSL 
clubs. 

The State League Cup 
finishes the first week in 
October, which leaves 
clubs still involved in the 
Dockerty Cup with a six 
to seven-week break if 
those last rounds are post- 
poned, 

Either way, the Dock- 
erty Cup, the most 
famous of all Victorian 
competitions, is in danger 
of losing its place of pride 
in the eyes of the public. 

In Victoria, the situa- 
tion regarding pre-season 
and post-season competi- 


tions has become some- \ 
thing of a shambles in re- 9 


cent years. 


The Victorian Buffalo 
Cup, played pre-season, 
has kicked on in recent 
years to become an integ- 
ral part of our Soccer 
calendar. 


But with the early start 
to the NSL, it seems like- 
ly that the Buffalo Cup 
will be reduced to a series 
of hurried midweek fix- 
tures between Melbou- 
te’s NSL sides and the 
top four of the State 
League. 

With the dismal failure 
of the national Beach 
Fashions Cup in recent 
years, perhaps it is time to 
re-think the agenda for 
1989. 

Why not scrap the 
national cup completely 
in favour of each state’s 


version of a knockout 
cup? 

This could encompass 
most of the pre-season, 
with the latter rounds 
being played as the NSL 
gets under way. 

The NSL competition 
could be played unhin- 
dered, and without the 
problems faced this sea- 
son when the first round 
of the NSL finals had to 
be postponed to midweek 
to fit in that highly 
forgettable Juventus- 
Apia final. 

In Melbourne, the lat- 
ter rounds of the Docker- 
ty Cup could be played in 
September/October as 
the NSL and State 
leagues wind up. 

Then the State League 
Cup would top off the

It takes two to tango, 
and at Parramatta Sta- 
dium Croatia was no 
wallflower, They won 
the respect and the 
plaudits of even the 
most committed Mar- 
coni faithful. 

The best-supported 
club in the National 
League, Croatia helped 
swell the coffers not 
only at their Sports Cen- 
tre, but at every Sydney 
ground they visited this 


year. 

And the National 
League front office will 
readily agree that with- 
out Croatia, the 1988 
grand final would prob- 
ably not have topped the 
10,000-mark attend- 
ance-wise. 

Crowds alone, how- 
ever, do not a well-per- 
formed Soccer team 
make. Croatia’s on-field 
displays were equally 
impressive. 

In the final analysis, it 
could well have been the 
abundance of talent in 
its ranks that, paradox- 
ically, denied it the 
championship. 

Croatia supplied five 
players to the Australian 
squad in its stirring drive 
towards Seoul.

Arnold, Robbie Slater 
and Graham Jennings 
all performed above and 
beyond the call of duty. 

There is little doubt 
that the extra hours and 
energy devoted to the 
cause of the national 
team had their affect on 
Croatia’s domestic 
season. 

The immediate period 
following Australia’s 
qualification for the 
Games also coincided 
with Croatia’s slump. 

The club, however, 
only has itself to blame 
for the shocking 4-0 de- 
feat against Lions in 
Brisbane during the 
Olympic qualifiers. 

It had the option to 
seek a deferment, but 
decided to go ahead and 
play — a gamble that 
failed, and which may 
well have cost it the 
minor premiership. 

Although the minor 
premiership was just 
that this year, finishing 
second behind Wollon- 
gong City still sticks in 
the craw of the Croatia 
management. 

President Tony Topic 
is too tactful to admit 
that much, but it can be 
safely assumed that he 
blames “outside fac- 
tors” (read national 
team commitments) for 
his ambitious club en- 
ding up empty-handed 
this season. 

Croatia had to play 
catch-up after that, 
never quite made it and 
finished so tantalisingly 
close to first place — by 
level pegging with win- 
ners, Wolves, but edged 
out narrowly on goal 
difference. 

Croatia’s NSL 
scoresheet read : played 
26, won 15, drew 4, lost 
7, goals for 38, goals 
against 30. They were 
sandwiched in second 
place, between Wollon- 
gong and third-placed 


South Melbourne Hel- 
las, all on 34 points. 

In 1988, they didn’t 
even have the consola- 
tion of walking away 
with a trophy as they 
were ousted, in extra- 
time, by Apia in the 
semi-final of the Beach 
Fashions Cup, of which 
they were the holders, 
having won the national 
knockout series in 1987. 

A small, compact 
playing staff served the 
club well right through 
the year. 

It is a tribute to Ved- 
ran Rozic, one of the 
game’s true gentlemen 
as well as a master tacti- 
cian, that Croatia 
fielded the same nucleus 
of players week in week 
out — with the excep- 
tion, of course, of the 
Olympic qualifying 
period. 

Stable team selection, 
where every player 
knew his position and 
specific role, goes a long 
way toward explaining 
why Croatia not only 
played as a cohesive 
unit, but also enter- 
tained spectators all the 
way to the grand final. 

Rozic, who appeared 
to be in some danger of 
— dare we say it — 
being removed when the 
team slumped in mid- 
season, had the last 
laugh on his detractors. 

Croatia’s willingness 
to commit everything to 
all-out attack may have 
resulted in exposing 
themselves in defence to 
concede several “un- 
necessary” goals, but it 
made for spectacular 
football. 


With a little more 
concentration, they 
could have scored more 
goals. They certainly 
had the lethal strike 
force to bang in more — 
say, the five they needed 
at the finish to clinch the 
minor premiership . . . 

Excellence has always 
been the byword at 
Croatia, as playing skills 
and the superb club- 
house and ground facili- 
ties at their King Tomis- 
lav complex testify. 

There certainly was 
plenty of that in evi- 
dence in a team few, if 
any,in the country can 
match in name recogni- 
tion or undiluted talent. 

Tony Franken in goal 
was as outstanding as 
ever. It still takes a 
super-shot to faze him. 

Fullbacks Wally Savor 
and Graham Jennings 
are the creme de la 
creme as far as Austra- 
lian Soccer is concerned. 

At club and national 
level, both are mobile, 
capable of moving up to 
support their midfiel- 
ders and, in Savor, 
Croatia has one of the 
game’s finest markers. 
Both never let club or 
country down and one 
can only commiserate 
with Savor for missing 
out on his Olympic 
dream. 


The future should be- 
long to Alan Hunter. 


This exceptionally 
strong defender, with 
shot to match, could be 
marshalling the Croatia 
defence well into the 
1990s. 

Thirty-three_year-old 
Rozic remains one of 
the cornerstones of the 
defence. 


The former Hajduk 
Split great and Yugoslav 
national team skipper, 
arguably the best- 
credentialled import 
ever to compete in club 
football in Australia, 
has the unenviable task 
of coaching his team 
from the field. 

Yet, he epitomises 
what an efficient sweep- 
er is all about. Bravo 
Vedran! 

And what can one add 
about Socceroos Robbie 
Slater and Graham 
Arnold which hasn’t 
already been said? 

Slater, voted the most 
entertaining player in 
the country, was all that 
and more. 


Equally aggressive 
and forceful, the ginger- 
haired striker, who 
bears an uncanny on- 
field resemblance to that 
great Australian-born 
player of the sixties, 
Brian Smith, is dynam- 
ism in perpetual motion. 

He has all the attri- 
butes to be a smashing 
success with Hajduk 
after the Olympics. 


One who will not fol- 
low him overseas is Gra- 
ham Arnold, not that 
he, too, would not make 
the grade in Europe. 

Arnold is your basic 
modern Soccer player: a 
utility man who was the 
NSL’s top scorer in 1986 
and who scored another 
10 this year to lead all 
his team-mates. But he 
can also play a com- 
manding role in the mid- 
field if situations de- 
mand it. He would be 
one of the first players I 
would pick in my team. 

Manis Lamond, also 
in contention for this 
year’s “Entertainer of 
the Year” award, would 
have exhibited many 
more magical touches 
had he not been re- 
stricted by ill-timed in- 
juries. He can turn on 
the proverbial sixpence, 
now scores goals (nine 
in the league this season) 
and creates many more 
for grateful team-mates. 

Shane Clinch and 
Mark Jones are steady 
midfielders who perhaps 
don’t quite get the rec- 
ognition they deserve in 
the shade of better- 
known colleagues in a 
star-studded side, but 
both can take a bow for 
a splendid season, as can 
schemer Ivan Petkovic,- 

Craig Foster, who was 
also chased by Glasgow 
Rangers, made his mark 
in his initial season with 
the club. 

He looms as a first- 
rate prospect who has 
Socceroo stamped all 
over him. He, and those 
present in the crowd, 
will long remember the 


magnificent goal he 
scored to win the hard- 
fought game against 
Adelaide City. 


Sean Ingham was in

Chile, Argentina and 
Uruguay are well represented, but the most 
famous is former Mexican national team supre- 
mo, the Yugoslav Bora Milutinovic. 

+ Boca Juniors became the first Argentine club to 
visit Cuba since Fidel Castro took over in 1959. 
Boca staged their three-week pre-season camp in 
Havana. 

* Argentina’ 1986 world champion winger, Jorge 
Valdano, is now the coach of Real Madrid’s junior 
team. Real have bigger assignments in mind for 
him once he gets his Spanish coaching certificate. 

* Newell’s Old Boys of Argentina beat Bolivian cham-

In the away game, played in Santiago, Nacional and 
Catolica drew 1-1. Nacional goes through to the next 
round because of better goal-difference. 

* San Lorenzo of Argentina eliminated the Brazilian 

runner-up, Guarani with a 1-0 victory at Guarani’s 

home ground. 

San Lorenzo central striker, Acosta, scored the win- 
ning goal after 30 minutes. Guarani missed striker 
Evair, sold to Italian club Atalanta for $800.000. 

%* The whole city of Cali celebrated for long hours 

America’s qualification to the next round of the Libert- 

adores Cup. The Colombians drew 2-2 with Uiversitar- 

io de Deportes of Peru at Lima National Stadium. 

Argentine striker Ricardo Gareca became America’s 
hero after scoring both goals for the Colombian runner- 
up, while Juvenal Briceno and Pedro Requena con- 
verted for the Peruvian champion. 

In the third round, Oriente Petrolero of Bolivia will 
face America de Cali of Colombia; Nacional of Uru- 
guay will play against Newell’s Old Boys of Argentina, 
while title holders Penarol of Uruguay will start the 
defence of the Cup against San Lorenzo de Almagro of 
Argentina.

from 1992, only players 
aged under 23 will be 
permitted to play in the 
Olympics. 

But Willi Daume, 
chairman of the IOC 
Eligibility Commission, 
said: “The IOC is not 
interested in organising 
a youth tournament 
even if FIFA wants to 
guarantee that the 
World Cup retains 
priority. 

“We must prevent the 
Olympic Games from 
becoming a Youth 
Games. 

“Nobody considers 
introducing an age limit 
in any other sport. It 
would be better to have 
no Soccer tournament 
than half of one.” 

In the current Olym- 
pic Soccer tournament, 
European and South 
American teams are not 
allowed to field players 
who have appeared in 
the World Cup finals in 
Mexico. 

That rule was always 
regarded as an unhappy 
compromise designed to 
give a better chance to 
teams from African and 
Asian countries with few 
prospects of reaching 
the World Cup finals. 

FIFA this year de- 
cided to change the rules 
for future Olympics but 
opted for the age limit 
because it wanted to en- 
sure that its World Cup 
finals did not lose its 
status as the world’s top 
sports event outside the 
Olympic Games. 

Soccer professionals 
appeared for the first 
time in Los Angeles four 
years ago and Seoul 
looks set to stage the 
best Olympic Soccer 
tournament-ever. 

Brazil sent the team it 
is grooming for the next 
World Cup and West 
Germany, for the first 
time, has suspended its 
domestic league pro- 
gramme so that many of 
its best players can take 
part. 

Daume said he fore- 
saw problems but 
thought a solution could 
be found. 

‘“‘A major Soccer 
tournament every two 
years may be a develop- 
ment which FIFA finds 
it hard to envisage.

%* Dynamo Kiev will retain $4 million from the $6 
million-plus transfer fee for midfielder Alexan- 
der, Zavaroy from Juventus.

%* Former Canadian World Cup captain, and Cos- 
mos New York fullback, Bruce Wilson, was lured 
out of retirment at age 38 to play in an AIDS 
research fund-raising game in Toronto. 

+ The Portuguese FA has relegated newly-promoted 
Famalicao from the First Division to the Third 
Division for having bribed an opponent to lose a 
vital match last season. Macedo de Cavaleiros, the 
club concerned, has been fined $4,000, and its 
officials banned for life. 

%* Three former club officials and 20 players, past 
and present, from First Division Czechoslova- 
kian club, Bohemians Prague, will face charges 
arising from an alleged ‘secret fund,’ said to be 
worth $260,000. Bohemians adopted a kangaroo
